TOBACCO MEETING 

At Court House Saturday Largely 
Attended, Many Heated Ar- 
guments were Engaged in 
and Trouble was Barely 
Averted.

There was a very large crowd 
in attendance at the meeting of the 
tobacco men held here Saturday to 
get the sense of the tobacco grow- 
ers regarding the cut-out of the 
1911 crop in Montgomery County. 
English Anderson read the call 
and was made chairman of the 
meeting, with J. S. Bogie Secre- 
tary. J. K. H»bbs WSS called on 
and made an appeal for a cut-out. 

He was followed by George Mc- 
Cormick, who begged for a cut- 
out for all the time, saying the 
farmers could raise something else 
that would make more money. A 
vote was again called for and those 
in favor of .growing were placed 
on one side of the court-house and 
those for a cut-out on the other. 

Yells were frequent for a cut- 
out while tellers were appointed to 
take the vote on the resolution 
which was as follows: 

"Whereas, the question, as to 
whether or not any tobacco shall 
be grown in this county during the 
year 1911 has been widely dis- 
CUSSftd and this meeting having 
been called for the purpose of as- 
certaining the wishes of the ma 
jority of tobacco growers in this 
<• unity upon that question, now, 
therefore. 

"He it resolved by the citizens 

and tobacco growers of Montgom- 
ery county, Kentucky, in conven- 
tion assembled it is the sentiment 
of this meeting and we believe of 
a very large percentage of that 
citizens and growers of this coun- 
ty, that it is for the best interests 
of the land owners, the tenants, 
the laborers, the merchant anil in 
tact for every business^interest of 
this county that a tobacco crop he 
grown during the year 1911." 

,1. M. Pieratt and James S. 
Bogie were appointed to take the 
count. Heated arguments resulted 
and no count could then begotten. 
The proposition was then made to 
count the men at the door ai they 
left the room, but this was abend 
oned. 

At this juncture Mr Nick Had- 
den, county member of the Bur- 
ley Union, pleaded for a 1 "count of 
fairness,"' but there was such a tur- 
moil that nothing could be done. 
Seeing that further efforts to net a 
count on the resolution was use 
less. G. L. Kirkpatrick made the 
proposition to Hadden that a can- 
vaSS be made of the county and 
that the actual acreage of the to- 
bacco growers, be taken by acres, 
and if the largest majority in 
acres was in favor of cut-out, the 
independents would abide by it, 
but if the majority in acreage was 
in favor of growing a crop then 
the men whom Hadden represent- 
ed should abidft by 'that and grow. 

Hadden made a motion of Kirk- 
Patrick's proposition, and staled 
that it was fair, but the men on 
his side rejected the proposition, 
man.> voting against it. Seeing 
that men on both sides were -jet- 
ting hot-headed and that nothing 
could be done at the meeting to 
get the sense of the people, a mo- 
tion was made to adjourn, which 
carried. 

Much bitterness was manifested 
during the meeting and hot words 
uttered and had an adjournment 
not come when it did there prob- 
ably would have been trouble. It 
is said that the independents, and 
those who want to grow a crop 
will hold no further meetings but 
will go ahead and start to raising 
crops while hundreds will cut-out 
in the county. 

The campaign for signers to the" 



cut-out pledge will be continued 
and those favoring it state that a 
large majority of farmers will 
join their movement. This will 
not effect the fanners wanting to 
grow, however, as one man put it 
at the meeting, "Tobacco will 
either be grown in Montgomery 
County, or Hell will be raised." 

CUT-OUT MKN WSB1 NOT INVITED. 

The independent call was as 
follows: 

"We, the undersigned citizens 
and farmers o f Montgomery 
County, believe that the meeting 
held in Mt, Sterling, January 14, 
1911, of persons desiring to cut- 
out the raising of a crop of To- 
bacco during the year 1911, did 
not and does not represent the 
real wishes of a large majority of 
the tobacco raisers of the county, 
now for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing just what the people want, we 
request that all tobacco raisers of 
Montgomery County, who desire 
to raise a crop this year, meet at 
the Court House in Mt. Sterling, 
Ky M at 2 o'clock p. m. on Satur- 
day, January 2S, 1911, to deter- 
mine what should be done that 
will redound to the best interests 
of all the people of this county." 

The men who had charge of the 
meeting say their call stated plain- 
ly that the meeting was for those 
who wanted to raise and that Un- 
people who did not want to raise 
bad no business there, unless it 
was for the purpose of starting a 
disturbance or breaking up the 
meeting. They say that when 
those who want to "cut-out" the 
croo had their meeting that those 
who wanted to raise did not attend 
the meeting or interfere in any 
way and they think they should 
In- given the same treatment. 

Those who are for a cut-out are 
determined to cut-out and those 
(ranting to raise are equally deter- 
mined. Several hot arguments 
occurred on the streets after the 
meeting and it looked like serious 
trouble would occur. • 

The situation is worse in the 
county than ever before, and in- 
tense bitterness a n d feelings 
shown.

Weight Will Again Be Wanted. 

Hardly has the recent complaint 
of excessive weight died away in 
the cattle market than buyers are 
criticising lack of q jality. Weigh- 
ty bullocks are still present in 
market circles, but they are mere- 
ly the remnants of the big crop 
made during tbe fall and early 
winter, and their proportion in 
the run will soon be meager. 
About that time buyers may dis- 
cover that growers who finish such 
cattle are entitled to a premium, 
but memory of the reception given 
the bulk of the steers put in at 
strong weight and high cost last 
summer will not soon l»e effaced. 

The obvious policy of the finish- 
er is now to give the killer what 
he has been bidding for, cattle 
fattened at minimum cost and sent 
to market at the earliest opportu- 
nity. What alternative has the 
beef-maker when bovine rubbish 
catches the eye of the buyer while 
he ignores the presence of quality I 
Feeders who have not been tem- 
porarily cured of the habit of 
making big bullocks are compara- 
tively few, and mose of them will 
remain in that mood until another 
period of scarcity and high prices 
furnishes incentive to finish cattle.

lotal Eclipse of the Sun. 

During the present year, 1911, 
there will be two eclipses, both of 
the sun It is perhaps not too 
early to announce the lirst of 
these, which occurs April 28, and 
will be total. This April eclipse 
will be visible in the United 
States, with the exception of the 
far North. It is to extend as far 
North as a line drawn through the 
cities of Philadelphia, Milwaukee, 
Butte, Montana, and Portland, 
Oregon. Visible in Mexico and 
Central America, the path of to- 
tality will extend from Aukland, 
Australia, across the Pacilic 
Ocean, almost to Central America. 
At Richmond, Va., and at New 
Orleans, La., the phenomenon will 
occur either in part or wholly 
after sunset, but we are more 
fortunate. Here it is scheduled 
to bftgin at half past five in the 
afternoon and last just one hour. 

The other eclipse of the sun for 
1911 falls on October 22, and will 
be invisible to the United States.

Agricultural improvement. 

The improvements in agricult- 
| tare daring the lust half century 
have kept pace along parallel lines 
with the general prosperity of the 
country. The most important 
step was taken in the introduction 
of improved plows, harrows, cul- 
tivators, and especially the reaping 
and mowing machines. This was 
upon the eve of the passage of the 
Morrill act of 1862, providing en- 
dowment for agricultural and me 
chanical colleges. The act pro- 
vided for instruction in those 
branches of learning related to ay 
riculture and the mechanic arts, 
and was espei i illy designed to aid 
in the education and general uplift 
of mechanics and agriculturalist s. 
The most sanguine expectations 
excited by the passage of the act 
have been more than realized. 
Agricultultural and mechanical 
colleges have been established in 
every State and Territory in the 
Union. Experiment stations form 
important adjuncts to every one of 
these created and maintained by 
special congressional legislation 
and by liberal annual subsidies 
from the States in which they are 
established. No longer content to 
provide a scientific agricultural 
education for those who matricu- 
late in these colleges, agricultural 
education has been carried beyond 
their walls and made practically 
accessible to the masses in their 
own homes. Through university 
extension, the more progressive 
States in the Union have estab- 
lished subsidiary stations through- 
out their several commonwealths, 
in which thousands of men and 
women yearly are taught the prin- 
ciples of scientific husbandry, 
stock breeding, dairying and fer- 
tilization of soils, and, generally 
speaking, all the activities relating 
to intelligent rural life. To these 
agencies are largely due the in- 
creased production of cereals, cot- 
ton, vegetables and fruits; new in- 
dustries have been created, and 
millions of money brought to the 
agriculturist, the fruit grower and 
the market gardner. Last year's 
record brings these various prod- 
ucts up to a ligure little short of 
ten billions of dollars. 

These results are due very 
largely to the intelligent and ag- 
gressive anministration of the De- 
partment of agriculture under the 
veteran Secretary, who has held 
his official position in the Cabinet 
longer than any man has done 
since the foundation of the Fed- 
eral Government, In 191*2 the 
semi -centennial of the passage of 



the Morrill act will be commemo- 
rated with appropriate ceremonial 
by the Association of Agricultural 
Colleges and Experiment Stations. 
The preliminary steps have al- 
ready been taken in this direction. 

All the Slates in the Union, bene* 

ticiaries in common of this beneti 
cent legislation, ought to unite in 
making an agricultural exposition 
of the llrst magnitude. As pre- 
liminary to this and directly rela- 
ted to it. a Land and Irrigation 
Exposition is announced to be 
held in New York in November. 
101 L in which the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky ought by all means 
to participate. There are thous- 
ands of ac res in Kentucky which 
have never been brought under 
cultivation; tens of thousands of 
acres whose fertility could be in- 



creased by thw*4nteHigent applica- 
tion of scientific processes. A 
great opportunity exists for estab- 
lishing dair,v*Hg industry upon a 
scale which would go far to sup- 
ply the Slat es which lie south of 
the southern boundary of Ken- 
tucky, whose advantages would 
insure to the benefit of both the 
producer and the consumer. Mil- 
lions of money are coming into 
Eastern and Western Kentucky 
for the purpose Of developing the 
mineral resources of these regions. 
The intervening belt, lying be- 
tween the eastern and western 
coal fields* should awake to its op- 
portunities, and. through the de- 
velopment of their agricultural re- 
sources, keep pace with the march 
of economic conditions east and 
west of them.

Great Increase In farm Land 
Values. 

(ireat census is furnishing as- 
tonishing figures regarding the 
rise of land prices in the United 
Stales. During the past ten years 
We have experienced an unpreced- 
ented appreciation of land. Men 
have sought to own a piece of 'it 
either by investment or for its ag- 
ricultural production. Specifica- 
tion and developement schemes 
have caused marvelous enhance- 
ment of prices in some of the new- 
er regions; but even in the old 
states figures have increased by 
leaps. The returns from the small 
states of the worn East are coming 
in most rapidly. Land with build- 
ings in Maine is now worth $25 
an acre on the average, an increase 
of o7 per cent In ten years; In 
Vermont the price is >•_'! and the 
increase 88 per cent; Connecti- 
cut, |68 and acre, an increase of 



60 per cent: Rhode Island, an 
acre, an increase of 29 per cent, 
and Delaware, $51 an acre, an +n-^ 
crease of .">'.» percent. 

In the Central West the rise in 
land values has been considerably 
greater. Iowa leads the states for 
which figures have so far been 
Completed with an average price of 
196 an acre for farm land and 
buildings, which is 117 per cent 
more than in 1900. In Indiana the 
price is $75 and the increase 92 
per cent; Wisconsin $57, an in- 
crease of 68 per cent and in Min- 
nisota land is reported to be worth 
$4i> an acre an increase of 77 per 
cent in the ten years.
